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County Courts.

Itis thought that the Legislature
this winter will abolish the office of
Trial Justice and establish instead a
court for esch county on the plan
which prevailed here just prior tothe
adoption of the present Constitution.
The office of committing Magistrates
will also be created.

We have thought the matter over,
and as a journalist it is our duty to
speak plainly.

In gur judgment, then, the scheme
is one fraught with mischief to the
people. It is eaid that these courts shall
be self sustaining. How? may we he
permitted to nsk. If the salary of
€he Judges be fixed at one or two
thousand dollars p:r annum, how are
they to get it upon the self-sustain-
ing principle except frem tho fines

and costs imposed by them?
And under these  circumstan-
ces, would fair and impartial

justice be administered by Judges
whose bread would be buttered in
proportion to the fines pronounced by

The courta shall be self-sustaining,
them ? 2
but one or two thousand dollars a
year will have to come from some-
where for the Judges"salary. A.and
B. are indicted for jan aggravated
assault and battery. A. is poor but
B. isrich. The Judge is longing for
a bonanza in the person of rome
‘affluent offender to contribute to his
salary. The parties are tried and
found gnilty. A, is not ableto
pay a five and it would be expensive
to make the county feed him for over
ten or fifieen days, and after a long
lecture he is thus sentenced and com-
mitted. But B. is rich. He
should set good examples for his
follows, and he is fined two hundred
dollars and costs or be confined in
the county jail for six months! Of
course the fine is paid and a part of
the Judge’s salary is liquidated.

‘This is one objection to these much
talked of self-sustaining courts
Another is that they will be the
cause of an increaso in taxation, and
the formation of new Court House
Rings. Why isit that the present
Circuit Judges. have to interchange
Circuits? Because stationgd ] at one
place all the time some of them came
to have pets, local prejudices, &e.
Now, the evil that has been remedied
by causing Circuit Judges to ride the
Circuit of the whole BState is to be
foisted upon us lin n more hideous
form by these county courts. Besides,
it contemplates taking nnother right
from the people. The Legislature
will doubtless elect the Judges, and
in nine cases out of ten will elevate
men who could not be elected rond
surveyors hefore the people.

Each Court House has some lawyer
whose practice nmounts to nothing,
A place muet be made for such men

and hence these much mooted 82000
Judgeships.

No, nol And perhaps
he will not take any of it; but it
occurs to us as not being a bad idea
to remind the people of his promise.

An Eminent Jurist andan Upright Judge
—Somo Rensens why Judge Maler
Shonld bo Elected to tho Bench

To the Editor of the Journalof Com-
therce §

The name of Judge Mnher has
been for some time prominently beo-
fore the public, in view of the vacan-
cies which probably will socon occur
in the Supreme and Circuit Court
Benches.

throughout the State jbefore his elec-
tion to the bench is due to his great
modesty and the absence of selfns.
sertion on his part, lle in the
prime of life and of robust health,
rendering him equal to the labors of
thejudicial office,;and may reasona-
bly look forward to many years of
usefulness and distinciion.

Justice to Judge Maher requires
that the circumstances of his election,
in 1872, should be stated. These
are personally known to the ° writer.

Moreover he wns a Democrut and
tonccept an office from a Radical
Legislature, was repugnant to his
feelings, and might subject him to
political misconstruction. Theso ob-,
jections were frankly stated to those
who had solicited him to nccept the
offce. They renewed their efforts,
and ropresented to him the groat im—
portance of securing & good Judge
to the Second Circuit and the State
at Jarge, at, length induced him to re-
view his decision, nnd yield n relue-
tant assent He made no pledges or
declarations, used no means and
inade no efforts to_secure his election,

and, pending the canvass, refused

when requested to visit the capital.
In 1876, hejwas a candidate for re-
election, but was sacrificed on “Black
Thursday,” & day memorable in the
the history of the State. He return-
ed to the bar, and 7is now endeavo-
ing to build up again ‘the large and
lucrative practice which he had sac-

rificed to his sense of public duty.

This detail of facts show, that in ad-
dition to hisJeminent qualifications n
debt is duejto Judge Maher by the
State, which should be discharged by
his re-election to the bench. \
